PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 

The annual report of the Minister of 
Finance known as the public accounts 
has been issued, and gives the deficit 
for the last fiscal year ending June | 
30th, 1896, as $330,551. The receipts 
on account of consolidated funds were | 
$36,618,000 and the expenditure $36,- | 
949,000. This is the third consecutive | 
deticit, the total for the three years be- | 
ing $5,694,000. The receipts from

taxes, customs and excise amounted to 
$27,760,000, an increase over the pre- 
vious years of more than $2,000,000. | 


| From all other sources the receipts | 


were $8,859,000, The expenditure in- | 
eluded $10,752,000 for the charges on 
the debt ; $4,235,000 for subsidies to 
provinces ; $9,292,000 for the collect- 
ion of revenue; $2,000,000 for sinking 
fund; $1,397,000 for evivil zovern- 
ment ; $1,136,000 for militia ; $1,300,- 
000 fo: public werks; $3,665,000 for | 
post office and $3,826,000 for railways 
and canals. The receipts of the post 
office department fell short of the ex- 
penditure by $700,000. The minister 
who can make both ends meet in this 
branch will make a name for himself 
although people do not begrudge ex 
penciture for post office services when 
the department i; honestly administer- 
ed. In thinly settled sectious—and 
these are to be found in every. quarter 
of the Dominion—the receipts cannot 
be expected to equal the expenditure. 
The expenditure on capital account, 
$3,716,000, included $1,000,000 for 
inilitia and nearly $1,500,000 for St. 
Lawrence river and canals. Subsidies 
amounting to $334,000 were paid to 
railways. The amount to the credit of | 
depositors in the savings bank increas- | 
during the vear by $2,348,000, but of 
that amount $805,000 only represented 
the excess of deposits over withdrawals. 
However, this was an improvement, 
because in the previous year the with- 
drawals exceeded the deposits by $55,- 
000. The net debt was increased dur- 
ing the year by $5,422,000, and am- 
ounted at the end of the fiseal year to | 
$258,497,000. There was a large jump

The chemical engine was pulled to the 


218 78 | spot and the fire er.gine was got ready. 


In the meantime the fire was located 
and found to be in Dr. -Goodwin’s 
rooms. Win, Coruor and Charley 
Ross managed to get the door open 
and with the aid of a pail of water 
managed to get the fire under control. 
The fire evidently started from the pipe 
which comes from the bank below. 
The floor caught on fire and led te a 
coal box within six or eight inches of 
the pipe which was partly full of 
papers, and immediately beside the 
box was hanging a pair of curtains. 
These curtains were burned also the 
window curtains ; and paper in differ- 
ent parts of the room was scorchec. 
The painted woodwork was ali blister- 
ed and the glass in two picture frames 
which were hanging between six and 
eight feet from the seat of the fire 
was_ broken, also a large mirror. No 
serious damage was done, but in all 
probability had the fire started in the 
night time it would have been difficult 
to save the block. This is the second 
time that fire has broken out in this 
same room and caused by the same 
pipe. The goods and furniture were 
insured.
